Red China's co nv ictio n o f 13 Americans, 
mo stly fliers, o n so -called espio nage charges 
is part o f Co mmunism’s heartless game o f 
ho lding back ho stages which it can play o n 
the checkerbo ard o f internatio nal relatio ns 
when the spirit mo v es it. 
The inhumanity o f such life-demeaning 
behav io r nev er ceases to sho ck freedo m- 
lo v ing peo ples. But hardly do es an American 
reco v er fro m o ne incident when ano ther is 
brashly trumpeted o n the wo rld stage. 
The U. S. State Department is register­ 
ing the stro ngest pro test in indirect diplo ­ 
matic channels, since this co untry co uld no t 
under any circumstances reco gnize the 
Peiping go v ernment. The iro ny in the situa­ 
tio n is that the men hav e already been in 
Co mmunist custo dy fo r two y ears o r lo nger, 
and no w face seemingly endless y ears o f 
bo ndage. The Chinese game, it wo uld ap­ 
pear, is to twist Uncle Sam's arm so that he 
will acco rd their ro tten regime a greater 
degree o f diplo matic interco urse. 
If that’s really their mo tiv e, they sho w’ 
an incredible lack o f understanding o f 
American temperament and character. 


Po licv Change? 
Whether a directiv e by Defense Secretary 
Wilso n cautio ning pro curement o fficers to 
av o id co ncentrating defense o rders in the 
hands o f a few co ntracto rs is a sharp re­ 
v ersal o f recent po licy is no t entirely clear, 
but it appears to be so despite o fficial de­ 
nials. 
The prev io us po licy o f so dispersing de­ 
fense o rders as to maintain a bro ad base 
fo r industrial mo bilizatio n in an emergency 
was a ro ad blo ck in Mr. Wilso n’s co urse o f 
paring the defense budget. The co stly in­ 
efficiency o f the plan irked the defense sec­ 
retary ’. 
Wilso n has been criticized by leftwingers 
fo r no t regarding defense pro curement as 
a make-wo rk pro gram fo r purpo se o f em­ 
plo y ment relief. He has also been accused 
o f fav o ring large firms in the awarding o f 
co ntracts, but nearly all o f the co ntracts 
inv o lv ed in such criticism w*ere awarded 
under the Truman administratio n. 
In any ev ent, the present po licy o f the 
Defense Department is to award co ntracts 
witho ut fav o ritism to big suppliers, but 
no t to fav o r small bidders if such actio n 
wo uld be clearly o ut o f line pricewise. 
Whether this is a rev ersal o r a co ntinuance 
o f fo rmer po licy depends o n who is ex plain­ 
ing the setup at the mo ment.

2 tablespoons butter or mar­ 
garine, one teaspoon vanilla, three 
squares (three ounces) unsweet­ 
ened chocolate (melted). 


Method: Put sugar, salt, water 
and corn syrup in a saucepan. Stir 
constantly 
over 
low 
heat 
until 
sugar dissolves and mixture boils. 
Cover and cook three minutes; re­ 
move cover and continue boiling 
without stirring. Occasionally wipe 
away crystals on sides of pan with 
a damp floth wrapped around the 
handle of a wooden spoon.

Pour out on cold wet platter or 


porcelain table top, or on a greased 


surface. Cool to luke warm (110 


degrees). 
Work with paddle or 


spatula until white and creamy.

until 
smooth. Shape into a bail; make 
indentation in top and pour about 
one-fourth of chocolate 
into it; 
knead until chocolate is blended; 
repeat until all chocolate is used.

If fondant begins to dry out, 


place a damp cloth directly over

just below boiling point. Mix in one 


cup shredded 
coconut. Drop from 


teaspoon onto waxed paper. If mix­ 
ture is not stiff to hold its shape, 
cool a little before dropping. 


CHOCOLATE D O LLARS: Knead 
three-fourths cup finely cut raisins 
and three-fourths cup nuts into 
ripened fondant and knead. Shape 
into rolls one inch in diameter. 
Wrap in waxed paper and chill. 
When firm, cut in one-half inch 
slices. 
P E P P E R M IN T RO LLS: Add a 
few drops of peppermint extract 
to 
ripened 
fondant. 
Shape 
into 
small rolls; press blanched almond 
half into each.

City has no telephones, no

chance in the world of getting hub­ 
by to take y ou out to a night club 
on Saturday night. 
Sand 
rises to clouds 
off the 
street to blow into the Monday 
wash. Legs freeze q uickly during 
the winter. In summer, black flies 
leave ugly bites. 
Women who are helping to build ! 
homes here left the niceties of , 
city life far behind. But most of 
them miss little of the city com j 
fokts. 
“ I don’t miss a thing,” s a y s ! 
Mrs. Earl Shannon, wife of a De 
partment 
of 
Natural 
Resources | 
conservation officer. 
She can buy any thing she need-1 
from the Uranium City merchants’ j 


store. “Night clubs,” she say s, are 
the last thing I want.” 
The biggest problem is try ing to 
hold ground in a continuous battle 
with living costs. 
Isolation sky rockets food prices 
and ifs a tricky job for a woman to 
balance a budget on wave levels 
comparable to other mining towns. 
And it costs $4 a trip to have 
garbage collected.
